had no knowledge of his acts, or re­ 
collection of them upon recovery. Med­ 
ical testimony was offered to sustain 
this plea and the prisoner was dis­ 
charged.

attorney's 
staff continued to discuss Dr. Elliott's 
strange statement long after the phy­ 
sician had left the court 
They agreed 
that its scope was practically limitless, 
and asserted 
that 
psychic 
epilepsy 
would undoubtedly prove a safe de 
fense, even for murder.
